. ABTD VABIOTIS VESSELS LOST !

' VVK.I. PARTICULAR*. 


We are called upon to record another of the 


most fearful storms that have ever visited our 
Lnke, nnd also a sad loss of life and property. 
On Saturday evening last, about ten or eleven 
o'clock the" wind, which had been blowing 
freshly during the day, increased in violence, 
until it almost resembled a hurricane. The 
Lake was lashed into fury and the big waves 
rolled'heavy and strong, carrying terror into 
the heart* of.many a bold mariner.

continued all Saturday night, and throughout 
yesterday, and has continued to-day, though 
much abated.

J..o»» of the Propeller Allrgbnay. 


The Propeller Alleghany, Capt. CURTISS, en- 


deavored to make our harbor about one o'clock 
Sunday morning, but as there was no light on 
the pier, she wan forced to put out into the ra- 
ging sea. For some hours she held her own 
and even made considerable headway, though 
the hugh waves would wash almost completely 
over her, threatening complete destruction ev- 
ery moment. 
The night wae dark and cloudy, 


and the fierce elements seemed uniting for the 
destruction of the ill-fated propeller. 
Still, 


however, her brave Captain felt no fear, and 
even thought bis vessel would ride out the gale, 
in safety, until morping should enable him to 
enter our harbor. Fate, however, had ordered 
otherwise, and a terrific blast sweeping away 
the smoke-pipe, prevented them from making 
more than thirty or forty pounds of steam and 
left them at tho mercy of the waves. Both an- 
chors were immediately dropped but they failed 
to hold, and fast tho propeller drifted towards 
the shore. An hour, passed—a long and tedious 
hour—when she struck tho bottom with a heavy 
thump, while the water poured, in volumes,
